Convention Center (ACC) facility. This agreement will also provide for two additional years
of warranty repair services if a sign and/or its hardware fixtures become damaged or
otherwise detached from its anchorage.

The Austin Convention Center Department (ACCD) has developed a comprehensive plan
tor directional signage o assist people attending ACC events to find their way more easily
around the large multi-level facility. ACCD staff researched signage options and developed
an across-the-board design for additional signage that is easily viewed when placed in
strategic locations. Gustomer feedback from companies booking their events at ACC has
indicated that the facility is lacking in signage to direct people to meeting rooms, exhibit
halls, and other facilities located on site.

PRICE ANALYSIS
